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PREFACE. 


The  best  Class  teachers  divide  their  work  in  Music  Reading,  into  Sight  Exercises,  (exercises  to  be  sung  the 
first  trial, )  and  Study  of  tunes.  (  Where  the  time,  pitch  and  reading  are  studied  separately,  then  put  together,  and 
practiced  until  the  tune  is  learned.  )  This  demands  plenty  of  new  exercises  and  good,  new  tunes.  Again,  While 
the  learner  should  have  easy  music  at  first,  then  gradually  more  difficult,  the  formation  of  a  correct  taste  requires 
that  the  music  should  have  merit,  and  be  well  made.  Again,  Musical  Societies  ask  for  fresh,  substantial  music, 
both  sacred  and  secular.  Again,  Choirs  desire  new  church  tunes,  anthems  and  chants  for  opening  and  other 
occasions.  And  lastly,  the  Home  circle  always  welcomes  pure  and  beautiful  part  songs.  To  meet  these  various 
requirements,  this  work  has  been  compiled,  and  its  authors  ask  for  it  a  careful  and  candid  examination,  expressing 
the  belief  that  all  who  do  so  will  Crown  it  King  of  all  similar  books,  in  that  it  contains  none  but  singable 
music,  and  is  entirely  suited  to  the  purpose  for  which  it  is  intended.

CROWN  KING. 


A  Tune  is  a  collection  of  musical  sounds  or  tones  that  means  some- 
thing, or  that  expresses  a  musical  idea. 

Movement  is  the  succession  of  sounds  as  they  occur  in  a  tune. 

In  listening  to  a  tune,  correctly  sung  or  played,  it  will  be  observed 
that  at  regular  intervals  of  time  there  is  a  sound  louder  than  the  rest. 
This  regular  recurrence  of  the  louder  sound,  or  accented  sound,  as  it 
is  commonly  called,  arranges  the  sounds  that  compose  the  tune  into 
groups. 

By  counting,  beating  or  otherwise  accurately  computing  the  time, 
while  a  tune  is  being  sung,  it  will  be  found  that  the  accent  occurs  at 
every  other  count,  or  at  every  third  count.  This  gives  two  general 
kinds  of  groups.  Again  it  will  be  observed  that  in  some  tunes,  both 
where  every  other  and  every  third  part  is  accented,  that  every  other 
accent  is  a  little  lighter,  thus  giving,  from  these,  two  other  kinds  of 
grouping.  By  the  accent,  other  forms  of  groups,  such  as  Nine  Part 
or  Twelve  Part  may  be  formed,  but  these  four  are  the  kinds  of  groups 
mostly  used, 

A  tune  may  begin  with  either  the  accented  or  unaccented  part  of  the 
group. 

The  sounds  or  tones,  in  a  tune,  vary  in  length  ;  length  implies  meas- 
urement, and  measurement  something  with  which  to  measure  or  a  unit 
of  measurement.  The  length  of  a  sound  can  only  be  computed  by  the 
time  which  transpires  while  it  is  being  made,  hence  the  unit  of  meas- 
urement of  sounds  must  be  some  portion  of  time.   The  groups  of 


sound  in  a  tune  follow  each  other  in  regular  succession,  that  is,  the 
groups  follow  each  othsr  without  any  time  intervening  between  them. 
This  divides  the  whole  time  that  it  requires  to  sing  a  tune  into  equal 
divisions,  and  these  equal  divisions  are  called  measures,  hence  measures 
are  equal  divisions  of  the  time  that  transpires  while  singing  a  tune.  Or 
when  the  above  is  thoroughly  understood,  it  will  be  sufficient  to  say 
that  measures  are  equal  portions  of  time,  and  a  measure  is  a  portion  of 
time. 

The  unaccented  sounds  and  counts,  as  well  as  the  accented,  occur 
at  regular  intervals  of  time,  the  measure  is  thus  separated  into 
equal  divisions  called  the  parts  of  a  measure  ;  hence  the  parts  of  a 
measure  are  the  equal  divisions  of  a  measure,  and  a  part  of  a  measure 
is  one  of  the  equal  divisions  of  a  measure.  A  part  of  a  measure  is 
the  unit  of  measurement  in  computing  the  length  of  sounds.  When 
singing,  a  quick  motion  of  the  hand,  finger  or  foot,  usually  with  the 
hand,  is  made,  instead  of  counting,  at  the  beginning  of  each  part  of 
the  measure  ;  this  motion  is  called  a  beat,  hence  a  beat  is  a  quick  mo- 
tion of  the  hand  made  at  the  beginning  of  each  part  of  a  measure, 
and  beating  time  is  the  motions  of  the  hand  in  singing.  Let  it  he 
clearly  understood  by  the  pupils,  that  a  part  of  a  measure  is  the  time 
which  transpires  from  the  commencment  of  one  beat  to  the  next,  and  that 
a  sound  is  continued  through  this  time,  or  through  a  fraction  of  it,  or 
through  more  than  one  part  of  the  measure.  To  avoid  confusion,  it 
is  better  for  a  time  to  name  the  sound  which  continues  through  one 


part  of  a  measure,  a  snort  sound.  A  sonnd  which  continues  through 
two  parts  of  a  measure,  a  long  sound;  through  three  parts,  a  longer 
sound;  through  four  parts,  a  longest  sound;  through  oue  half  a  part  a 
shorter  sound,  and  one  fourth  a  part,  a  shortest  sound.  A  measure  with 
two  parts  is  called  Double  measure  ;  with  three  parts  Triple  measure ; 
with  four  parts  Quadruple  measure,  and  with  six  parts  Sextuple  meas- 
ure. The  beats  in  Double  measure  are  down,  up  ;  in  Triple  measure 
down,  left,  up  ;  in  Quadruple  measure  down,  left,  right,  up ;  In  Sex- 
tuple measure  down,  dowu,  left,  right,  right,  up. 

Notes  are  used  to  indicate  the  kind  of  sound  to  be  sung,  that  is,  the 
relative  length  of  the  sounds.    The  notes  with  their  names  are  as  fol-

In  some  tunes  a  quarter  note  is  used  to  in- 
dicate a  short  sound,  (a  sound  that  continues  through  one  part  of  a  meas- 
ure,) in  other  tunes  a  half  note  is  used  and  in  others  an  eighth  note  i3  used 
for  the  same  purpose.  The  lower  figure  at  the  beginning  of  the  tune  will 
show  the  kind  of  note  ihus  used.  The  upper  figure  shows  the  kind  of 
measure.    For  example,  where  the  figures  are  ^  the  figure  ^  shows 

that  it  is  double  measure,  and  -i±  shows  that  a  quarter  note  will  indicate 
that  a  short  sound  is  to  be  sung)  or  as  is  commonly  said,  represents  a 
part  of  a  measure.    In  "3"  the  jj.  shows  that  it  is  triple  measure,  and  .g. 

that  an  eighth  note  represents  a  part  of  a  measure,  &c. 

The  souuds  represented  by  the  various  notes  are,  in  length,  relative 
to  each  other  as  the  names  of  the  notes  indicate.    For  example :

Explanation  has  noiv  been  made  of  the  following  points  of  theory ;

To  sing  well  requires  a,  great  deal  of  practice,  and  in  the  introduction 
of  subjects,  as  soon  as  enough  is  known  to  make  an  item  or  point  for 
practice,  it  should  be  so  designated,  aud  the  practice  begun.  Again,  it  is 
best  to  analyze  every  branch  of  the  study  of  singing,  and  practice  the 
various  divisions  separately, as  well  as  together.  The  items  or  points  for 
practice  permitted  by  the  preceeding  subjects  are  as  follows,  viz. :  Beat- 
ing time  and  counting,  that  the  pupils  may  learn  to  keep  a  s;i '  >en  tempo. 
(The  teacher  gives  the  tempo,  rate  of  time,  &c,  and  the  pupils  practice 
the  same.)  Second,  Boating  time  and  singing  the  various  sounds  and 
resting  as  the  teacher  directs.  For  example,  the  teacher  gives  the  pitch, 
syllable  to  be  sung,  and  tempo,  and  says,  "  Sing  as  I  direct  you.  Sing 
short  sounds,  ready,  commence."  (The  pupils  beat  time  and  sing  short 
sounds.)  After  one  or  more  measures  have  been  sung,  the  teacher 
changes  the  order  without  interrupting  the  movement,  as  "  long  sounds. 
Two  short  and  one  long.  Short  sounds.  Rest  the  fourth  part,  &c," 
until  the  pupils  can  sing,  without  changing  the  movement,  anything 
they  are  directed,  and  change  from  one  kind  of  measure  to  another  if  so 
directed.  Third,  Beat  time,  sing  sounds,  aud  rest  as  the  notes  and  rests 
direct,  (time  lessons,  on  the  board  or  from  the  book.)  Fourth,  Tell,  frotn 
the  teachers'  singing,  the  kind  of  measure,  the  part  of  measure  he  com- 
menced with,  and  the  kind  of  sounds  sung.  Fifth,  Write  a  time  lesson 
from  hearing  it  sung.  The  teacher  should  not.  beat  time,  the  pupils  must 
tell  the  kind  of  measure  from  the  accent.

READ  IN  G. 


In  tunes,  some  sounds  are  higher  or  lower  than  others.  When  speak- 
ing of  the  height  of  sounds,  the  term  Pitch  is  commonly  used.  Be- 
tween the  lowest  and  highest  sounds  that  the  human  ear  can  distinguish, 
there  may  be  as  many  sounds,  differing  in  pitch,  as  there  are  vibrations. 
From  this  almost  innumerable  mass  of  sounds,  there  has  been  arranged 


by  convention,  a  range  of  sounds^  differing  in  pitch  by  what  is  termed 
a  Chromatic  interval  and  Minor  Second,  (the  interval  in  both  cases,  is  the 
same,  the  way  they  are  represented  requiring  the  two  names.  The 
range  of  sounds  used  in  singing  are  represented  and  named  as  foilows, 
viz. :

*  Where  tones  are  represented  by  the  same  degree,  as  C  and  Ctt  the  interval  is  called  a  Chromatic  interval,  where  they  are  represented  by  different  degrees  as  Ctt  and 
D  or  E  and  F,  it  is  called  a  Minor  second. 

From  this  range  of  tones  three  kinds  of  scales  have  been  formed, 

from  which  tunes  are  made,  viz.  Major,  Minor  and  Chromatic  scales. 

The  Major  has  eight,  the  Minor  eight  and  the  Chromatic  thirteen  tones. 

A  scale  may  commence  with  any  tone  of  the  long  range.    The  names 

of  the  tones,  in  their  scale  relation,  in  the  Major  and  Minor  scales  are 

one,  two,  three,  four,  five,  six,  seven  and  eight.    In  the  Chromatic 

scale  ascending,  one,  sharp  one,  two,  sharp  two,  three,  four,  sharp  four, 

five,  sharp  five,  six,  sharp  six,  seven  and  eight.    Descending  eight, 

seven,  8at  seven,  six,  flat  six.  five,  flat  five,  four,  three,  flat  three,  two, 

flat  two,  one. 

In  forming  the  Chromatic  Scale  the  tones  are  taken  successively,  as 
they  occur  in  the  long  range  of  sounds.    In  the  Major  Scale  one  tone 


is  skipped  between  one  and  two,f  between  two  and  three,  four  and  five, 
five  and  six  and  six  and  seven.  Between  three  and  four  and  between 
seven  and  eight  no  tone  is  skipped.  In  the  Minor  Scale  one  tone  is 
skipped  between  one  and  two,  three  and  four,  and  four  and  five  ;  be- 
tween two  and  three,  five  and  six,  and  seven  and  eight  no  tones  are 
omitted  ;  between  six  and  seven  two  toues  are  skipped. %  The  Minor 
Scale,  described,  is  called  the  Harmonic  Minor.  There  is  another 
Minor  scale  called  the  Melodic  Minor,  differing  from  the  Harmonic,  in 
that,  between  five  and  six,  six  and  seven,  ascending,  one  tone  is  skipped, 
and  in  descending  no  tone  is  skipped  between  six  and  five,  and  three 
and  two. 

A  few  of  the  lower  and  upper  Bounds  are  used  only  by  exceptional  voices, 
f  Major  Second.  5  Augmented  Second. 
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Sounds  or  tones  higher  than  eight,  belong  to  a  similar  scale  above, 
of  which  eight  is  one.  Sounds  lower  than  one  belong  to  a  similar  scale 
below,  of  which  one  is  eight.  The  nest  sound  above  eight  then,  is  two 
of  the  similar  scale  above,  and  the  next  sound  below  one  is  seven  of 
the  similar  scale  below,  &c. 

From  the  foregoing,  it  is  evident  that  tones  have  a  reiation  io  each 
other  in  a  scale,  which  relation  is  called  their  Relative  Pitch.  They 
also  have  a  fixed  position  or  unchangeable  pilch,  which  is  called  tbeir 
Absolute  Pitch.  The  pitch  of  the  sounds  is  represented  by  horizontal 
lines,  and  spaces  between  the  lines. 

Five  long  lines  and  four  spaces,  making  nine  degrees,  are  called  the 
Staff.  Tones  above  and  below  the  staff  are  represented  by  short  lines 
called  added  or  leger  lines,  and  the  spaces  are  called  first  space  above  or 
below  the  staff ;  second  space,  &c.  To  show  where  the  Absolute  Pitch 
of  one  sound  is  represented,  a  character  called  a  Clef  is  used.  "When 
It  is  known  where  the  absolute  pitch  of  one  sound  is  represented,  the 
pitch  of  the  other  sounds  is  readily  determined.  Gentlemen's  voices 
are  an  octave  lower,  in  pitch,  than  ladies,  and  to  show  whether  the  part 
is  to  be  sung  by  ladies  or  gentlemen,  different  clefs  arc  used.  For  ex- 
ample : — the  G  clef,  ^  shows,  that  the  tone,  the  name  of  which  is  G 

1b  representee  by  the  second  line ;  also  that  the  part  represented  is  to  be 
■ung  by  ladies'  voices  (In  the  present  work,  because  of  custom,)  the  G 
clef  is  used  (wrongly)  for  the  Tenor,  and  it  should  be  understood  that 
the  sounds  are  an  octave  lower,  than  where  they  are  represented.  The 

F  clef  ^  shows  that  the  tone  F  is  represented  by  the  fourth  line ;  also

that  gentlemen  sing  the  prrte  written  on  the  staff.   The  C  clef 

shows  that  the  tone  C  is  represented  by  the  third  space,  and  that  the 
Tenor  is  the  part  written.

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FOINTS  OP  SCALE  PRACTICE. 

First.  Sing  sounds  of  the  scale  by  word  and  syllable  as  the  teacher 
calls  for  them.  Second,  Sing  sounds  as  the  notes  call  for  them,  (either 
from  the  blackboard  or  the  board.)  Third,  Nam;  the  sounds  as  the 
teacher  sings  tbem.  (teacher  singing  by  word  or  la.)  Fourth,  Write 
the  notes  representing  the  sounds  the  teacher  sings,  (firet  they  write 
after  each  sound  and  second,  after  a  section  or  phrase  has  been  sung, 
remembering  the  sounds  as  they  write.) 

The  scale  takes  its  name  from  the  tone  which  is  one.  For  example  if 
it  begins  with  D  it  is  called  the  D  scale,  &c.  A  tune  made  from  any 
scale  is  said  to  be  in  the  key  of  that  letter  which  is  one.  For  example, 
a  tunc  made  from  the  scale  of  A  is  said  to  be  in  the  key  of  A ;  made 
from  the  scale  of  B  flat  in  key  of  B  flat,  &c.  The  various  scales  are 
represented  as  follows :

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When  pupils  can  sing  any  one  scale  correctly,  either  major,  minor 
or  chromatic,  they  will  sing  all  other  scales,  of  the  same  kind,  correctly, 
without  knowing  the  absolute  names  of  the  sounds,  hence  it  is  o.ily 
necessary  to  learn  a  major,  a  minor  and  a  chromatic  scale,  as  though 
there  were  but  one  major,  one  minor  and  one  chromatic,  and  they  will 
be  able  to  sing  all  of  them.  Hence  also  the  introduction  of  Absolute 
and  Relative  pitch,  and  finding  the  absolute  sounds  that  belong  to  each 
scale, (commonly  called  transposition),  should  be  left  until  the  pupilscan 
sing  well  (relatively)  in  auy  key.  Pupils  know  a  scale,  when  they  can 
sing,  hy  word  and  syllable,  any  member  of  it  that  may  be  called  for ; 
can  1<>V  loin  hearing  a  sound  which  member  it  is  ;  and  when  they  hear 
*  ijnrase  sung  can  remember  it  and  write  it  out.  When  pupils  have 
learned  well  the  major  scale  and  sing  readily  at  sight,  then  the  scales 
may  be  compared  and  the  absolute  tones  belonging  to  each  learned. 

For  an  Inductive  method  of  introducing  the  various  subjects,  ref- 
erence is  made  to  the  "  Elementary  Teacher,"  by  N.  Coe  Stewart, 
Cleveland,  Ohio. 

READING. 

If  one  of  a  scale  is  represented  by  a  line,  three,  five  and  seven  are, 
also.    When  one,  three,  five  and  seven  are  represented  by  lines,  two,' 
four,  six  and  eight  are  represented  by  spaces,  and  vice  versa. 

One  may  be  represented  by  any  line  or  space.  It  is  important,  after 
learning  from  the  signature  where  one  and  eight  are  represented,  to 
remember  the  two  degrees  representing  them.  Uutil  the  pupils  are 
familiar  with  the  absolute  tones  of  all  the  scales,  they  may  learn  to 
tell  where  one  and  eight  are  represented  from  the  signatures  in  the 
fiollowing  maimer,  viz. :  In  the  absence  of  sharps  and  flats,  where 
the  G  Clef  is  used,  one  is  represented  by  the  added  line  below  ; 
when  the  F  Clef  is  used,  by  second  space ;  when  there  is  one 
sharp  used,  seven  is  represented  where  it  is ;  if  more  than  one  sharp  is 
used,  the  last  sharp  or  the  one  farthest  to  the  right  stands  on  seven  of 
the  scale.  In  flats  it  is  four,  instead  of  seveu,  that  is,  the  last  flat 
stands  on  four. 

POINTS  OP  PRACTICE. 

First.  Learn  to  tell  quickly  from  the  signatures,  where  one  and  eight 
at  e  represented.  Second,  Read  as  the  teacher  points.  Third,  Read 
as  the  notes  direct.  (It  should  be  understood  always, thai  notes  only  tell, 
inotead  of  the  teacher's  voice,  what  is  to  be  done.)  Rlrythm,  Scales 
and  Reading  have  beeu  considered  separately ,and  the  Points  ot  Practice 
jn  each  pointed  out,  but  irom  the  earliest  practice,  the  three  should  be 


combined,  that  is,  very  easy  exercises  may  be  sung  at  sight.  Singing 
the  tone  of  the  scale  indicated  by  the  note ;  making  it  the  required 
leugth,  and  keeping  the  tempo  given,  the  first  trial,  is  called  a  Sight  Ex- 
ercise. Where  the  reading,  time  and  souuds  are  practiced  separately,  it 
is  called  studying  a  tune.  Both  of  these  ways  should  be  practiced. 
INTERVALS,  SCAI4E  PASSAGES,  SKIPS,  &c 

The  difference  in  pitch  between  sounds,  is  called  an  Jnterval.  The 
extent,  or  size  of  an  Interval  gives  it  a  name.  From  one  tone  of  the 
Chromatic  scale  to  the  next,  is  the  smallest  interval  which  is  used  in 
singing.  Fortius,  (as  previously  mentioned,)  there  are  two  names.  If 
the  tones  are  represented  by  the  same  line  or  space,  as  C  and  C<f,  or  D 
and  D;2,  the  interval  is  called  a  Chromatic  interval;  if  they  are  rep- 
resented by  different  degrees,  as  C  and  D|2,  the  interval  is  called  a 
Minor  Second.  Passing  over  one  tone  of  the  Chromatic  Scale,  as  from 
C  to  D,  the  interval  is  a  Major  Second.  Passing  over  two  tones  of  the 
Chromatic  Scale,  (if  the  tones  are  represented  by  contiguous  degrees, 
as  C  and  D$)  the  interval  is  called  an  Augmented  Second.  If  they  are 
represented  by  aLernate  degrees  (as  C  and  Kb,  or  D  and  F,)  the  interval 
is  called  a  Minor  third.  From  one  tone  of  a  Major  or  Minor  scale  to 
the  second  from  it,  as  from  C  to  D,  the  interval  is  called  a  Third;  to  the 
third  tone  from  it,  a  Fourth;  to  the  fourth  tone  from  it  a  Fifth;  to  the 
fifth  tone  from  it  a  Sixth;  to  the  sixth  tone  from  it  a  Seventh;  to  the 
seventh  tone  f.  om  it  an  Eighth,  or  Octave. 

If  a  tone  or  tones  are  passed  over  without  singing,  it  is  called  a  Skip; 
as  from  C  to  E,  or  C  to  A  ;  if  the  tones  are  sung  in  regular  order,  as 
they  occur  in  the  scale,  it  is  called  a  Scale  passage,    as  C,  D,  E,  &c.

Skips  and  Scale  passages  are  named  from  the  interval  between  the 
lowest  and  highest  tones.  1 
VOCAL  TRAINING. 

In  cultivating  the  voice,  the  first  things  that  should  be  carefully 
studied  are,  1st.  The  correct  pronounciation  of  the  vowels,  ^position  of 
the  mouth  and  throat,)  especially  the  long  sound  of  E  and  0,  and  the 
Italian  sound  of  A,  (ah.)  2nd.  The  organ  or  sustained  tone ;  3d. 
Changing  from  one  position  of  the  mouth  and  throat  (one  vowel)  to 
another  without  slopping,  diminishing,  or  in  any  way  interfering  with 
tie  power  of  Jie  tone,  and  4th,  Changing  from  one  tone  to  another 
differing  in  pitch,  without  stopping  or  ciangmg  the  power.  The  Major 
and  Minor  scales,  within  the  easy  compass  of  tin  voices,  may  be  used  ft» 
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exercises  in  the  foregoing,  until  it  is  a  habit  to  put  the  mouth  and 
throat  in  the  correct  position,  and  properly  sing  the  sound,  then  the 
correct  use  of  the  consonants,  accentuation,  &c.  should  be  explained.
